The question of free schools, not 


trammeled by any sectarian limita- 
tions, but free aed open for all, ia 
now agitating the people of the Uni- 
ted States. It is the corner-stone on 
which the -whole fabric of our Ke- 
publio is reared and any infringe- 
ment upon it is a direct blow at the 
liberties of the people. No sectarian 
influence should be allowed to weak- 
en it- All creeds should be and are 
welcome in our free schools. All 
alike should and do enjoy its privi- 
leges, blessings and benefits. The 
Methodists, Presbyterirns, Baptists 
and Catholic, are on nn equal level— 
neither possessing a privilege the 
others can not boast. There should 
be put one fund, for one purpose, 
and that the spreading of knowledge 
nmong the masses. 
Religious in- 


struction is all right and each de- 
nomination should b» allowed to 
teach its own peculiar doctrines 
without the opposition of the others 
in its one churches and schools, but 
when either take advantage of the 
great free 
school system of the 


United States that right ceases, and 
they must recognize the facK State 
and church are separate and distinct. 
While the State supports the school 
it does not support the church, but 
lets that to its devotees and friends. 
State and church are and should re- 
main distinct in themselves. The 
union of these have been the curso 
of Europe; its absence the glory of 
America. The motto of the llepub 
lican party is freedom and equality 
in church and State, and non-inter- 
ference on the part of either with 
the prerogative of the other. This is 
the safe doctrine. It trenches upon 
no one's rights; 
but around the 


rights of all it throws the safeguard 
of perfect equality.
